- 7. Alphabet 

You need to know the French alphabet in case you have to spell a word out loud. 

For example, you might have to tell someone you are phoning how to spell your name. 


Flere is what the letters sound like, but the best way to learn how to say the letters is to 
sing the French alphabet song. 
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This is what someone might say when they ask you to spell a word:- 


Comment ga s'ecrit? How do you spell that?/ How is that written? 


Qu'est-ce que c'est? 
C'est a, b, c, etc. 


What's this? 

It's a, b, c, etc.
